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Between 9 and 21 a,m 0 cm 28 November 1952s there were heavy snowfalls 
at Jueterbog-Altea Lager airfield. The visibility was limited to 500 
meters. Aircraft observed at the field included 9 jet bombers on the 
eastern edge, 12 jet bombers on the northern edge and 18 additional 
single-engine planes. Observation was restricted because of poor visi- 
bility. On b December, the visibility was limited to about 1*500 
meters. At about 2sl5 p.m„, a single-engine nlane landed at the field 
and was parked next to the radio trucks. Two men got out of the plane 
were picked up by sedan and carried to the flight control station. 

No more air activity was observed between 10 a„m. and 3 p„m. Nine jet 
bombers were parked on the eastern edge of the field and 12 olanes of 
the same type were parked on the northern edge.. An additional 22 
single-engine aircraft were observed at the field. The runway was not 
cleaned of snow. A radio truck with a rod antenna was located both 
just south of the runway and on the southern edge of the field north 
of the fuel dump. 


2, Work still continued on the shrapnelproof aircraft revetments. Sand 
required for the walls of the revetments was hauled on a spur track. 

3. Source observed for the -first time that three red lamps on 4-meter 
high poles were located inside the flying lane east of the railroad 
line. The lamps at the eastern end of the runway were about 50 cm

No air activity was. observed at the field. The 
sums was not removed from the -runway. It wn-a repeatedly heard that 
jet engines were being test run*

three biplanes flew from the airfield toward Jveterbog, At the same 
time, a ground attack plana was aloft. 
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After 11 aoE,, there was air activity hy three ground 
attack plane 3 with the white numbers 1* 2 M and 3 and one additional 
plane with, a rosette painted on it* ^he aircraft were parked in the 
southern hangar of those hangars which were located in a north- 
-south direction. After 4s 15 p«m*, the engines of various jet planes 
were started* 


At 8 four jet bombers with x*ed numbers took off 

and did no to return to the field. At 12 s 15 p*nu f there was air activi- 
ty by -four IJU28s with the black Nos 15, ?6 S 2 8 and 100 and on© UIL-28 
plan'? with the black No 02 o Each plane took off three times and re- 
mained aloft for about 20 minutes* After each flight* the engines of 
the planes were turned off for a short time. A ground attack plane with 
a rosette painted on it was parked in front of the southern hangar 
of the group of hangars which were located in a north-south direction* 

It was being given a camouflage pcint consisting of a yell ow bade ground 
with black and brown stripes* similar to the color of a tiger* This 
olane took off at 3 s 20 p 9 m* and remained in the air for about 20 
minutes* The engines of the ground attack pianos parked in front of 
the northern hangar of the above— mentio ied group wore run up for about 
15 minute So 

After 9s 30 a.m op there was air activity by three IL-28s 
with the black Nos 7 # 8* and 26 and one UIL-2S plane with the black No 
02* The aircraft made tiiree flights each lasting about 30 minutes* Another 
IL-28 with the black No 15 also flew on this day, 

Between 10 ajno and nocn p two IL-28s with the N 0 s 5 and 2 
and two UXL~28s with the Nos 02 and 03 were aloft* Between 1 and 2:30 
* there was air activity by f ground attack planes with the 
white Nos 14 s 21, 23 and 24 which ^ere parked in the northern hangar 
of the group of hangars located In a north-south direction*

was erected nearv the Blank e? Teich* ^o motor vehicles were observed
